SENATOR LAUSCHE INTERVI EWED 


HARRY K. SMITH: "Well, here in Washington some 'sena- 
tors were registering a protest against the treatment usually 
accorded the CIA. 

"Joseph McCaffrey has the report." 


MCCAFFREY: "The Senate Foreign Relations Committee to- 

day moved toward brodening the big eye on the Central Intel- 
ligence .Agency . Although an effort was made to kill off a 
resolution offered by Minnesota Democrat Eugene McCarthy, a 
top heavy majority. of the committee refused to back down. 
McCarthy s resolution would seat three members of the Foreign 
Relations Committee on the Senate group which, keeps an eve on 
the CIA. 

. Presently senior members of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee and the Appropriations Committee are members of 
special subcommittees which meet together as one watchdog 
group. McCarthy would formalise the arrangement , add three 
Foreign Relations members to the group.
